3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The prior art 
of the record fails to disclose the step of establishing the ATM connection between the 
DSLAM and the unrecognized customer premises equipment; setting the status of the 
ATM connection to unverified; authenticating each of the ATM connections, the step of 
authenticating comprising: authenticating the customer premises equipment associated 
with each connection; if the unrecognized customer premises equipment is 
authenticated, setting the status of the connection to verified; and if the unrecognized 
customer premises equipment is not authenticated, setting the status of the connection 
to invalid in combination of other limitations recited in claims 1,2,7. The prior art of the 
record fails to disclose the steps of receiving a packet from the network having an 
unrecognized destination; identifying the ATM connections having a status of verified; 
generating one copy of the packet for each verified connection; and 
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communicating one of the copies of the packet in the form of ATM cells to the customer 
premises equipment associated with each of the verified connections in combination of 
other limitations recited in claims 16 and 19.
